Laredo, located on both sides of the Rio Grande, has a population of 18,000, paved streets, electric lights, good 
sidewalks, street cars, four railroads, splendid system of water works, good public schools, two colleges, concentrator, 
smelter, sampling works, two banks, two ice factories, Mexican National railroad machine shops, which will employ 
1000 men, are now in course of construction and when completed they will be the largest west of the Mississippi river. 

hi the Rio Grande valley corn can be raised without irrigation ; two crops can be , cultivated annually and from 
40 to 50 bushels of corn to the acre is a low estimate. Grape culture is beginning to attract attention. The fig and 
pomegranate are natives ; the banana, the orange and the lemon grow and require little protection. All kinds of 
vegetables flourish, and with early and late gardens, those engaged in such industry are enabled to furnish the north¬ 
ern markets the whole year.

Pulmonary 
affections readily yield to treatment and many cases of consumption can be cited where permanent cures have resulted 
after a residence here of several years. The city has a good water supply; it comes through a natural filter of sand and 
gravel into wells in the bed of the Rio Grande, whence it is taken pure through pumps located on the banks ; many 
persons use cistern water ; the majority, however, prefer the pure water of the Rio Grande for all purposes. The soil 
of Laredo and generally of Webb county, is a rich dark loam. The city being an old Spanish town retains some very 
quaint and picturesque scenery to remind the present citizen of ancient manners and customs peculiar and charac¬ 
teristic of Mexicans generally. The growth of the city is due to increased facilities for commere, being a National 
Gateway opening from the United States into Mexico, a country vast in extent and rich in undeveloped resources. 
Laredo is connected with St. Louis, New York and New Orleans both by rail and water outlets, hence realizes benefits 
from competition of routes. Sheep raising has produced much wealth. 

Bricks manufactured in Laredo finding a market in Texas and Mexico are shipped annually to.the extent of 
about 9,000,000. Crude ores form a great bulk of the import and shipment through Laredo ; with the mining indus¬ 
tries of Mexico in their infancy, have not been less than 30,000 tons. Within reach of Laredo are rich mines in Mexi¬ 
co, and their development indicates that in the near future it is to become an important Smelting point. The estab¬ 
lishment of smelters and concentrating works is not mere speculation but an accom plished fact, over $200,000 having 
alieady been invested in such an enterprise at Laredo. An excellent quality of cannel coal is found above Laredo on 
v the Rio Grande. Mines are worked under lease by a Philadelphia company. The Rio Grande and Eagle Pass railway 
extends from Laredo to the coal mines, 25 miles distant.
